That_the firft Adventurers and Set-|
tlers of this Province of Maryland; brought,
with them, and tranfmitted toftheir Pofterity,,
and all” other his Majefty’s Subjeéts fince in-
habiting in this Province, all the Liberties,
Privileges, Franchifcs, and Immunities, that
at any Time have been held, enjoyed and
poflefied, by the People of Great-Britain.

II. ResoLvep UrnanNimousty; That it
was granted by Magra Charta, and other the
good Laws and Statutes of England, and con-
firmed by the Pctition and Bill of Rights,
that the Subject fhould not be compelled to
contribute to any Tax, Tallage, Aid, or
other like Charge, not fet by common Con-
fent of Parliament.

IIT. Resorvep UnanimousLy, Thatby
a2 Royal Charter, granted by his Majefty
King Charles the Firlt, in the Eighth Year
of his Reign, and in the Year of our Lerd
One Thoufand Six Hundred and. Thirty-
two, to Cecilius, then Lord Baltimore, it was,
for the Encouragement of People to trani-
port themfelves and Families into this Pro-
vince, amongft other Things, covenanted
and granted by his faid Majefty, for Him-
felf, his Heirs, and Succeflors, as followeth :
